City Won't 
For Full wood 


Arrangements have been made to gravel Old 


Corsicana-Navarro road at no expense to the 
City of Corsicana, Dick Ballenger, Corsicana 
director of public works, said Friday. 


The Corsicana Industrial Foundation will pay 


half the cost, the County a fourth and Chem- 
Weld Pipe Co., owned by City Commissioner P. 
D. Fullwood and his associates in the new 
plant, will pay a fourth of the work. They jointly 
worked out with B. J. Johnson Trucking 
company to apply $1,000 worth of gravel to the 
road, Ballenger said. 


Ballenger said he received an offer from 


Embry Ferguson, president of the Corsicana 
Industrial Foundation, to pay half the costs of 
improving the road which leads off S. Hwy 287 
into property the Foundation is acquiring for 
industrial use. He arranged a meeting between 
Ferguson, the County and Fullwood and his 
partners with Johnson and they negotiated 
their own arrangements to have gravel spread 
and share the costs among themselves. 


The road is one that Ballenger was directed 


by City Manager Jack Russell to put on a list 
for a decision by the City Commission as to 
which streets will be paid for with Revenue 
Sharing funds and had been tabled after 
Fullwood had urged it be included. 


Ballenger was instructed by the Commission 


to reappraise the lists of streets to be graveled 
and will need another two weeks or so to study 
the project and refine the list for City con- 
sideration. 


Russell and Ballenger both said the delay in 


authorizing the Revenue Sharing graveling 
project will not delay the work since neither the 
City nor the contractor is in position to start the 
work at this time. 


$30,000 Grants Told 


Congressman Olin Teague has notified The 


Daily Sun and both the Housing Authorities of 
Corsicana and Dawson that HUD (Housing and 
Urban Development) has awarded contract 
grants to the housing authorities of funds 
needed to correct structural deficiencies i in 
the modernization of low rent public housing. 


HUD approved $20,000 for Corsicana and 


$10,000 for Dawson. 


Ed Blackburn, executive director of the 


Corsicana Housing Authority, said he received 
a similar wire and had previously been notified 
by HUD of its grant of $20,000 to be used for 
making foundation repairs to buildings at the 
Eastside Housing Project which have shifted 
and cracked. 


Blackburn said the authority had requested a 


total of $154,624 for modernization and general 
improvements to all 200 units in both the 
Eastside and Northwest Apartments and had 
recently been notified by HUD of approval of 
$40,000 for general repairs.

City To Go 
Elsewhere for 
Computer Work 


Corsicana will "give up" its 


leased IBM System 3 computer 
after less than a year's trial and 
will contract out its data 
processing and computer work. 


The 
City 
Commission 


Tuesday approved entering a 
one-year contract with the 
newly formed Corsicana Data 
System company to handle for 
$2,000 a month the City's utility 
billing, tax statements, police 
tickets and warrants, vehicle 
maintenance 
records 
and 


payroll and personnel accounts, 
giving 90 day notice to IBM of 
cancellation of leasing its own 
"in-building" computer Cor- 
sicana turned to in 1972 after 
being dissatisfied with the 
service of a Dallas based 
computer-data processing firm. 


At the June 19 meeting, City 


Manager Jack Russell told lh« 
Commission having its own 
leased computer and personnel 
to process and program data 
was costing about $3,800 a 
month, and the City could effect 
a savings c from $1,000 to $1,400 
monthly by contracting out the 
work. The contract proposed by

System 


recently established by Wayne 
Oldroyd and Charles Reynolds, 
the 
city's 
computer 


programmer, was tabled for 
further study until Tuesday's 
meeting.

MISSION APPROVED con- 
tracting with the firm, two other 
computer 
representatives 


requested it be held in abeyance 
pending such time as they could 
bid. Larry Pendley of National 
Cash Register Co.. said his firm 
felt it could do the job cheaper, 
throwing out a "ballpark 
figure" of $1,300 to $1,400 a 
month, with the City winding up 
owning the machines needed for 
the processing within five 
years. 


Max J. Stites, representing 


Com-Cor, another new firm 
being established locally, urged 
the Commission to delay a 
decision to give his firm time to 
study Corsicana's needs and 
submit a bid.

Corsicana Maintains 


Business Activity Lead 


Corsicana leads a list of 20 selected cities in the average 


gain in business activity the first five months of the year, 
according to the Bureau of Business Research at the 
University of Texas. Corsicana maintains this lead in figures 
compared to 1972 despite the fact its May index is 2 per cent 
lower than the April figures. 


The composite index of business activity after adjustment 


for seasonal variations for the year to date showed Corsicana 
up by 19 per cent. The indexes for May showed a two per cent 
decline in Corsicana under that of April. 


Lubbock had the next best gain for the year to date, up 18 


per cent, while Galveston showed the largest April to May 
drop, down 15 per cent. 


The Texas economy provides little evidence to support the 


view of some economists that the boom is beginning to 
slacken, according to Dr. John Stockton, professor of 
business statistics at the University of Texas at Austin.

a meeting of the Constitutional 
Revision Commission 
com- 


pleting its final two days of 19 
public hearings today and 
tomorrow in Austin are of 
patience, 
cordiality 
and 


dedication. 


Yesterday, nearly half of the 


CRC members (18 of the 37 
prestigious appointees) sat 
through day-long hearings in 
the new Waco Convention 
Center-and half a dozen of 
them even got up early to greet 
some 50 area members of the 
advisory board set up to provide 
local "in-put and feedback". 


Headed by Judge Robert W. 


Calvert, former chief justice of 
the Texas Supreme Court and a 
product of the Corsicana State 
Home, the CRC patiently 
listened to a score of Central 
Texans express views and make 
appeals ranging from the 
sublime to the ridiculous. 
Panelists asked polite questions 
about topics surely 
aired 


exhaustively in one or more of 
the 17 wide-ranging hearings 
preceding Thursday's. They 
even managed to act as if every 
five-minute testimony were 
substantive and useful. 


SUBSTANTIVE 
many of 


them were not; repetitive most 
of them were; and reflecting 
near absolute ignorance of the 
Texas Constitution many of 
them proved to be. 


One man wanted a provision 


in the Consitution to allow a city

He also oppsed 
allowing the legislature to set 
its own salaries and rigid ethics 
provision (such as exhaustive 
reportage of financial factors) 
which might discourage public 
service, but he said he thinks 
the idea of an ethics com- 
mission should be given further 
consideration.

Tommy Myers called for a 
"brief, concise, direct and 
simple" rendition of principles 
in the consitution, as well as a 
"stronger executive" and a 
"shorter ballot". 


HILL 
COUNTY JUDGE 


Gordon Eubanks said he would 
like to see "barriers" to 
imaginative and "region-wide" 
action by county governments 
and proposed that the con- 
stitution should neither prohibit 
nor 
restrict 
councils 
of 


government, although he does 
not want "another layer of 
government" for taxation or 
ordinance powers. 


Less Tooker of Lorena in 


McLennan County called for 
s p e c i f i c 
c o n s t i t u t i o n a l 


safeguards for 
visitation of 


children and property rights in 
cases of divorce. 


Jay Naman, president of the 


Texas Farmer Union, presented 
a seven-page prepared state- 
ment and summarized it as a 
plea for constitutional en- 
couragements 
to

population growth, alternative 
means of taxation — such as a 
corporate profits tax — and 
protection of the family farm 
and 
discouragement 
of 


conglomerate 
corporations' 


which he characterized a major, 
but indefinable threat to the 
traditional agricultural system. 


DR. GIBNEY KENDRICK, 


rancher-vetorinarian of Marlin, 
gave an impassioned plea for a 
return of the constitutional 
provisions for the free public 
schools, noting that Article 7 of 
the present constitution is clear 
and concise on education "but 
you wouldn't recognize our 
schools today", in which he said

Council voted to appoint Robert 
Jackson of Corsicana to replace 
him. 


Mayor Smith read Lokey's 


resignation request, 
which 


stated the attorney finds it 
difficult representing Angus 
from his residence in Dallas. He 
suggested 
finding a local 


replacement 
such 
as 
the 


Council chose. 


Mayor Smith was given 


authority by the Council to 
negotiate fees with Jackson if 
he will accept the opening. The 
Council agreed a quick decision 
is needed on acquiring a new 
legal representative, because 
the City will need a spokesman 
Monday in the suit being 
brought to court by The State of 
Texas and Joe Edens in an 
attempt to void the town's in- 
corporation.

McElhenny said of the suit, the 
City will "fight it down to the 
wire."

Lowell Estes to replace a city 
councilman and left open by the 
resignation of Kenneth Lester, 
and Estes was given the oath of 
office by Mayor Smith.

Child Drinkers 
Big Problem 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - The 


newest problem drinker caus- 
ing concern among the nation's 
doctors 
and 
mental 
health 


workers is not a pressured ex- 
ecutive, bored housewife or 
skid row bum. It is a child, 
sometimes one no more than 11 
or 12 years old. 


Authorities 
and 
self-help 


groups say preteen and teen- 
aged alcoholism is a serious 
problem and growing fast. 


"It is not uncommon to see 


severe alcoholism problems in 
kids 9, 10, 11, 12 years old," 
said Dr. Morris Chafetz, direc- 
tor of the National Institute on 
Alcohol and Alcohol Abuse. "It 
is a far more serious problem 
than we ever imagined." 


Chafetz said one estimate is 


that there are 450,000 child and 
teen-age alcoholics in the coun- 
try. Alcoholics Anonymous has 
noted the problem and now has 
a number of programs aimed 
at the young. 


At 
a 
recent 
Alcoholics 


Anonymous meeting near here, 
one member was honored for 
having made it a year without 
drinking. He was 11 years old. 
Another reported that he had 
been sober for a month. 


Cliafetz said many parents do 


not realize that their children 
may be headed for alcoholism 
at an early age. 


"Parents who learn 
their 


children are not using the so- 
c-tilled 'other drugs' but the 
drug alcohol are relieved," said 
Chafetz. "Since no drug comes 
close in any measurement to 
the human and social destruc- 
tion of alcohol problems, these 
parents are being relaxed into 
a situation that is like jumping 
from the frying pan into the 
fire."

Palestine Patrolman Henry 


Riza of the Texas Department 
of Public Safety briefed Lions 
Club members on new traffic 
laws and warned them to be 
extra alert over the July 4 
holiday during the Tuesday- 
noon meeting of the Lions. 


Riza told the Lions the DPS is 


predicting 
19 traffic 
deaths 


between 6 p.m. Tuesday and 
midnight Wednesday. He also 
related 
how 
Texas 
and 


California vie each holiday to 
see who can kill the most 
residents on their highways, a 
contest he wishes Texas could 
finish last in. 


He said that 85 per cent of the 


people on the road will obey the 
laws if they know what the laws 
are; 10 per cent of the drivers 
will drive legally because they 
fear legal reprisal; and the 
other five per cent of the 
motorists would break as many 
laws as possible even if a 
patrolman were stationed in the 
front seat of their car. 


The number one cause of 


accidents in Texas, according to 
Riza, is driving too fast for the 
conditions. 
This 
is 
not 


necessarily speeding, but over- 
driving the condition of the road 
and environment. Second on the 
list of accident causers 
is 


driving while intoxicated, which 
is followed by driving on the 
wrong side of the road and 
failure to yield right of way. 


Some of the new laws Riza 


told the Lions about include the 
increase from 100 feet to 200 feet 
as the distance between a 
passing car and any oncoming 
vehicle; a 500 feet visibility 
requirement for making a U- 
turn; the illegality of putting 
towels or other shading devices 
in 
windows and 
thereby 


blocking visibility as well as 
sunlight; and the law forbidding 
passengers in house trailers.

Navarro was one of 190 of 


Texas' 254 counties which 
produced oil and gas valued in 
excess of $100,000 in a record 
production year for the state's 
No. 1 industry, according to 
figures compiled by the Texas 
Mid-Continent Oil & 
Gas 


Association. 


The county ranked 98th in the 


state in the value of petroleum 
produced, $11.2 million. The 
sale of crude oil brought $6.5 
million; natural gas, $4.7 
million. 


This study by the Association 


also shows that production last 
year 
in Navarro County 


resulted in the payment of $1.4 
million to royalty owners. 


Thestate of Texas received 


$650,000 in production taxes 
from county wells; $301,000 on 
crude oil output and $349,000 
from natural gas production. 


Oil and gss producers and 


developers spent $2.3 million 
drilling 22 wells in the county 
last year, with $1.5 million of 
that figure lost in 14 dry holes. 


According to the 
Texas 


Employment Commission, 393 
oil and gas industry employes 
worked in the county in 1972 and 
shared a payroll of $2.3 million. 


Two processing plants, both 


producing petrochemicals, also 
added to the county's economy, 
according to a list compiled by 
the "Oil and Gas Journal."
